The public sees through the merchants 
who are continually fisliing with an artificial 
bait lure and nobody wants to be a fish. 

Now when half of the world's manufac- 
tured products are scarce is the time to 
recognize the fallacy of the present busi- 
ness methods and change them. 



The merchant who gathers into his store 
the goods that the people of his community 
require or would like, will soon find that 
he can sell and make a profit on every- 
thing he sells without cutting the price, and 
at the same time know that his business is 
built on a safe and sound basis.

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The Story of a 
Hoodooed Drawing 



u T" ONCE made a wash drawing on 
^ 140-lb. Whatman Paper that ^ad 
a unique history, which will 
show better than anything else why 
I like Whatman. This drawing, 
started in clear wash, was partly 
completed when I decided that it 
could be better rendered in oil, so I 
gave it a coat of shellac and painted 
over it in oil — only to find myself 
'hoodooed' also in that medium. 

"As the delivery date was dangerously 
near, I decided to try to save what I 
could out of the wreck, rather than start 
fresh, so I took off the oil color and 
shellac with paint remover, and found 
that my original work in wash was still 
intact, and that I had still a fairly work- 
able surface! The drawing , was com- 
pleted in wash on schedule time. 

"While 1 would not recommend this method 
for general use, it shows what can he done in 
an emergency, using Whatman. T use What- 
man as a matter of course — in fact, have never 
used anything else.

The full significance of this 
movement can scarcely be appreciated at 
present, nor indeed until some decades after 
the ending of the war. 

America has at her command the great- 
est wealth of resources in raw materials, 
wool and cotton, lumber, leather, silver and 
gold, all the elements from which manu- 
factured products are fabricated. She has, 
too, the greatest fund of ingenuity in the 
inventing and perfecting of machinery and 
the energy which accomplish in clays what 
formerly has been a matter of years. Yet, 
with all these things in one line of manu- 
factured products only have we really pre- 
dominated in world markets and that line 
is shoes. The reason for our failure in

other directions has been largely lack of 
understanding of the importance of design. 
France has always supplied us with our 
finest things and Germany with the popular 
lines where excellence often depended on 
reproduction or adaptation of French de- 
signs. It is a well known historical fact 
at this time that the rise of German man- 
ufacture dated from the Paris World's Fair 
when a delegation of investigators for the 
Government went to Paris to study the art 
of all nations as reflected in their manu- 
factures with an eye to the improvement 
of the wares of the Fatherland. This and 
the subsequent government recognition and 
encouragement of artists was a part of the 
campaign for mastery of the world's mar- 
kets and the most powerful factor in the 
success of their peaceful penetration. 

France will, no d o u b t, always be the 
fountain head of taste for the civilized 
world, the great source of new and artistic

in walnut also is the magnificent cabinet 
from the studios of David Zork, walnut 
with a tone which is the marvel of the man- 
ufacturing world today. Back of its open- 
work panels rich old crimson velvet lends 
the charm of color. These studios have 
become famous in the few short years since 
their foundation for individual pieces in the 
spirit of historic styles yet so refined and 
enriched as to afford actual additions to the 
art of furniture designing. This Mr. Zork 
has accomplished through a study of de- 
tail ; the refinement of ornament resulting 
in an elegance which but few historic pieces 
possess. The Georgian screen with Chinese 
embellishments is a case in point. Here is 
a design carried to perfection in every item 
that goes to compose the whole. The deco- 
rations present a Mandarin's idea of heaven 
Company anc | are executed in part by Chinese artists 
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sixteen out of the eighteen who received it 
felt to be imperative. 

The two examples of Tobey furniture 
speak for themselves as to what can be and 
has been done along lines of art manufac- 
ture in Chicago when right direction is af- 
forded. These pieces are produced in the 
Tobey shops where Norwegian workmen 
who have learned the trade under govern- 
ment direction delight to ply their craft of 
wood carving and hand construction. The 
music cabinet is a wonderful piece in the 
XII Century Italian style. Its panels were 
modeled by a sculptor and represent the 
wooing and w e d d i n g of Bacchus and 
Ariadne. It is the final word in furniture 
art a thing created individually as a picture, 
a statue or a poem. The chair from the 
same shops is of American walnut, our 
most plentiful and beautiful wood. It is 
most gracefully fashioned and covered in 
a hand- woven tapestry made in America by 
French weavers, a genuine Beauvois tapes-

working under the direction of Mr. Zork 
and his designers. No such lacquers, so 
smooth and satiny, so durable and colorful, 
have ever before been produced. Nor has 
such attention been given to the appfopfi-' 
ate and conscientious ornamentation of 
even the least conspicuous places. The Zork 
lacquers were among the works which first 
brought fame to the establishment and they 
remain unsurpassed. The piano case with 
French Renaissance ornaments is some- 
thing of an innovation with these studios 
but it has been achieved with a distinction 
worthy of their reputation. 

One of the recent triumphs of artistic 
endeavor in interior decoration to be seen 
in Chicago is the famous Italian suite which 
forms a feature of the ninth floor shops at 
Mandel Brothers. This is conceded, to be 
the best single exhibition of the Italian 
style to be seen in the country and our il- 



lustrations will afford some idea of the 
grandeur of the general scheme arid the 
exquisite taste displayed in t.h e various 
groupings. Every article in these beautiful 
rooms has been either imported or espe- 
cially designed to fit into this dignified and 
elegant arrangement of a perfect Italian 
interior. This suite is, in fact, an educa- 
tion in the points of excellence of this style 
and the high degree of artistic taste and 
skill demanded by the decorating depart- 
ment of this establishment. This is indeed 
regarded as an achievement by the informed ; 
and should be seen by everyone who takes ; 
any interest in fine interiors. 

Carson Pirie Scott & Company contrib- : 
ute some pieces from their shops for 
shades and small articles of furniture. 
These shops are notable for very new smart 
effects in the modern style. They aim at 
the creation of a new school in furniture 
similar to that of today's fine art, a school 
of simple lines and pure colors in juxtaposi- 
tion and they bring out from time to, time 
exclusive novelties that are bright and 
charming with the mood of the moment. 
Many of their designers belong to the 
younger set of artists and their ideas are 
therefore up-to-the-hour. These novelties 
are usually not of the essentially luxurious 
type being notable for original ideas and 
smart outlines rather than for rare mate- 
rials or ornament calling for long and close 
application in its execution. The effective 
thing, fundamentally good in construction 
and with simple well placed decorations is 
sought for here to add charm and variety 
in our present day fashionable interiors.
